succeeded in making significant reductions 
in emissions from our power plants. We are 
working to reduce them even further. 

We believe generating electricity at 
nuclear power plants is another effective way 
we can help to improve the environment. In 
a nuclear reactor there is no combustion, so 
there are no by-products of combustion.

This is true 
when burning gas or oil in power plants, gas 
in homes, or gasoline in autos. 

To minimize by-products of combustion 
from our power plants, Edison has been 
working for many years in many ways.

Today a proper New Eng¬ 
land ’Thanksgiving dinner 
consists of roast stuffed tur¬ 
key, cranbe r r y sauce, 
mashed potatoes, creamed 
onions, mashed turnips, 
Hubbard squash, baked In¬ 
dian pudding and pum,pkin 
pie. 

Other areas .not only have 
roast stuffed turkey, but 
also have baked ham and 
escalloped oysters. Many 
relishes, pickles and vege¬ 
tables (at least six) arc on 
the table and for dessert 
pumpkin pie, homemade ice 
cream and a seven layered 
chocolate cake. 

Sweet potatoes or yams 
are usually served for 
Thansglving. These two 
vegetables which may be 
used interchangeably are not 
even from the same family. 
The sweet potato is the en¬ 
larged or swollen roots of a 
perennial vino of the morn¬ 
ing-glory famiy. There are 
hundreds of varieties with 
skins of ma.ny colors, al¬ 
though the yellow tones pre¬ 
dominate. They can be slen¬ 
der or globular, forked or 
beet-shaped. The flesh is 
usually yellow-red, hut some 
are white. Tlie majority are 
sweet, but there are also 


some that are no sweeter 
than a white potato. Some 
have a jelly-like consistency, 
while others are -so dry they 
have to be moi.stened in or¬ 
der to bo swallowed. 

The sweet potato is a na¬ 
tive American vegetable. ’The 
Indians cultivated them 
long before the coming of 
the white man. From Amer¬ 
ica they traveled to the 
South Sea.s, China, Japan 
and Indonesia where they 
have become an indispens¬ 
able basic food. 

The yam is one of the 
plants of a tropical group 
with twining or creeping 
stems and broad leaves 
with a thick tuber which de¬ 
velops at the base of the 
stem. Tliere are more than 
150 species of this root 
growing In Central and 
South America, the West In¬ 
dies and tropical Asia. Some 
varieties grow up to 100 
pounds and some are no 
larger than a small potato. 
The consi.stency varies from 
coarse and mealy to tender 
and mushy, with some crisp 
varieties. 

Yams may he used in 
soups, ma.shed, fried, boiled, 
baked, candied or cooked 
with meat In stews. 

Few true yams are culti¬ 
vated in the United .States, 
but certain moi.st - fle.shed 
varieties of sweet potato are 
called “yams.” Throughout 
the West Indies and most 
parts of Central and South 
America the yam is the 
principal food of the work¬ 
ing class. 

’The .name "yam” is a de¬ 
velopment from the Senga- 
le.se word .nyami, meaning 
to eat. African .slaves named 
this strange sweet-potato¬ 
like tuber they saw for the 
first time in the We.st Indies. 

If you are one of tliose 
who traditio.nally serve tur- 
.nips for 'Thanksgiving it is 
interesting to .note that tur¬ 
nips originated in the tem¬ 
perate zone of Europe and 
have been grown for some 
4,000 years. They are a cool 
weather vegetable and are 
popular in .northern Europe 
and Great Britain. They 
came to the New World by 
the way of Mexico to 'Vir¬ 
ginia in 1610 and to New 
England in 1628. 


General Telephone Given 
Partial Rate Increase 


Chairman J. P. Vukasln, 
Jr., announced today that 
the California Ihiblic Utili¬ 
ties Commission has reduced' 
by one-half the $4.4 million 
rate penalty it imposed on 
General Telephone in July, 
1969. 

The CommIs.sion said it 
could not lift the entire pen¬ 
alty as requested by the 
utility "since we cannot find 
General’s service to be total¬ 
ly adequate at this time . .” 

However, "General’s serv'- 
ice has improved significant¬ 
ly” since the penalty was 
Imposed, the Commissi o.n 
said. 

The Commission’s own 
staff had recommended' that 
the penalty be reduced by 
75 per cent, for an increase 
to the company of .$3.3 mil¬ 
lion. 

The $2.2 million in addi¬ 
tional reve.nues granted to 
the company will come pri¬ 
marily from increases in 
basic exchange rates, which 
have not been raised in 12 
years.

Lesser in¬ 
creases will become effective 
for individ'ual line-message 
rates, two- a'n.d four-party 
service, and suburban lines. 

The $4.4 million service 
penalty, the fir.st ever im¬ 
posed by the Commission, 
was predicated on the find¬ 
ing that General’s service 
was not comparable to Paci¬ 
fic’s. 

The 1969 decision ordered 
General to adopt the serv¬ 
ice quality indices used by 
Pacific and to submit a mar¬ 
ket survey taken by an te- 
depe.ndent firm to compare 
General’s service with Paci¬ 
fic’s. 

In its order today, the 
Commission found that 
“General’s sendee, if mea¬ 
sured .solely by General’s in¬ 
dices and by .use of Pacific’s 
indices, although slightly be¬ 
low Pacific’s standards. Is 
adequate. 

“. . . if measured solely 
by the market survey . . . 
(it) is less than adequate.” 

In response to a Commis¬ 
sion staff engineer’s recom¬ 
mendation, the Commission 
also ordered “the st.nff to or¬ 
ganize a committee com¬ 
posed of representatives of 
the large telephone com¬ 
panies in California and the 
staff whose function shall 
be to standardize telephone 
service indices.” 

In reference to General’s 
current application whi c h 
.seeks a $66 million annual 
increase, the Commission 
noted: 

“. . . adequacy of sendee 
is again an issue. We will 
order General to take an¬ 
other survey identical to the 
one presented' in (the 19691 
ca.se, with the addition of 
Questions concerni n g the 
length of use of (Ge.neraTs)
